The  Dowry — Past  and  Present

Contrary  to  the  present  Jewish  custom,  the  bridegroom,  in  ancient  times  had  to  pay 
the  price  of  a  bride  to  her  father.  Early  in  the  Bibhcal  era  we  find  Caleb  granting 
Achsa,  his  daughter,  an  estate  for  a  dowry.  There  are  many  similar  examples  in  the 
Bible  which  prove  to  us  that  a  father  often  gave  his  daughter  a  dowry  before  her 
wedding.  There  evolved  a  feeling  of  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  father,  to  present 
his  daughter  with  a  dowry. 

We  find,  however,  in  Biblical  times  another  custom  of  grooms  presenting  their  brides 
with  dowries.  Eliezer,  the  servant  of  Abraham,  presented  gifts  in  Abraham's  name  to 
Rebecca  for  the  purpose  of  taking  her  as  Isaac's  wife.  The  scripture  states:

Similarly,  Jacob  served  Lavan  seven  years  to  obtain  Rachel's  hand  in  marriage.  After 
Jacob  was  deceived  by  Lavan  and  given  Leah  in  place  of  Rachel,  Jacob  was  required  to 
serve  Lavan  an  additional  seven  years  for  his  bride. 

As  is  now  quite  evident,  the  concept  of  a  dowry  is  not  a  new  one.  It  is  one  of  many 
customs  we  inherited  from  Biblical  times.  Yet  even  in  this  modern  day  and  age,  Jewish 
parents  all  over  are  presenting  their  "children"  with  dowries.  The  trend,  however,  seems 
to  be  for  more  and  more  young  men  to  present  dowries  to  their  brides.  This  trend  can  be 
attributed  to  the  high  goals  Yeshiva  girls  are  aiming  for  today  in  Torah  Studies.  A 
Yeshiva  girl  of  today  is  no  longer  only  a  bearer  of  children.  She  is  equipped  with  Torah 
knowledge  and  understanding  to  help  her  guide  her  children  on  the  path  of  Jewish 
life.  I  believe  that  each  of  us  who  graduates  from  Central  possesses  Torah  knowledge 
and  insight  which  qualifies  her  to  be  a  Jewish  mother — and  thus  entitled  to  a  dowry 
according  to  ancient  and  modern  Jewish  law.
